AMERICA IS GIVEN CREDIT. 


Berlin Papers Discuss the Advance 
at Pekin. 

Berlin, August 2.—The National Zeitung, 
in a leading article on ‘“‘America in Chi- 
na,’’ says: 

“If the movement upon Pekin has now 
really begun America undoubtedly  de- 
serves great credit. Immediately aftcr 
the first direct news from Conger, the 
United States minister, was received—a 
communication firmly regarded at all 
times in Washington as authentic—Mr. 
Hay insisted with all earnestness that 
Mr. Conger’s cry for help absolutely de- 
manded speedy relief. It even seemed for 
a while that the American secietary of 
state entertained the thought of serding 
a purely American expedition to Pekin if 
necessary.’”’ 

The paper is gratified at President Mc- 
Kinley’s refusal to accept Li Hung 
Chane’s offer to deliver Mr. Conger if 
the American expedition is countermand- 
ed. It thinks, however, that Washing- 
ton’s China policy has been wavering, 
and it explains this as due to the exigen- 
cles of the presidential campaign and to 
the presence of the Chinese themselves 
in the United States. 

The Kreuz Zeitung has an article on the 
same subject. Assuming that the United 
States is still to mediate, this journal 
remarks: 

“It would be a brilliant electioneering 
coup if President McKinley’s adminis- 
tration could come forward as the pre- 
server of the world’s peace. With its 
separate role the administration would 
draw nearer the goal which American 
conceit of greatness is already striving 
for, namely, American hegemony in the 
Pacific. This goal is not one to be reach- 
ed easily, but the prospect can do Pres- 
ident McKinley’s party good service in 
the coming election.”’ 

The paper prints a sermon preached by 
Emperor William last Sunday on board 
the imperial] yacht Hohenzollern, from 
Exodus xvii, 11: “And it came to pass, 
when Moses held up his hand, that Israel 
prevailed, and when he let down his hand, 
Amalek prevailed.’’ The subject was 
“The Holy Duty and Holy Power of In- 
tercession.’’ 

The reports show that the discourse 
was quite bellicose toward Ching, Of the 
soldiers going thither the imperfal preacb- 
er sald: 


“They shall be the strong arm which 
punishes assassins. They shall be the 
mailed fist which smites that chaotic 
mass. They shall defend, sword in hand, 
our holiest possessions. 

“True prayers can still cast the ban- 
ner of the dragon into the dust and 
plant the banner of the cross upon the 
walls.”’ 


NEGOTIATIONS NOW CLOSED. 


China Must Now Act and Quit Talk- 
ing, Says McKinley. 

Washingign, August 2.—Secretary Hay’s 
reply to Li Hung Chang has closed the 
necotiations with China, unless the old 
viceroy is able to secure the full accept- 
ance of our terms relative to the foreign 
minieters, and that at once. No orders, 
therefore, looking to a relaxation of the 
preparations for the advance on Pekin 
have gone out from Washington, for, as 
the situation is described by one of the 
leading officials here, “‘taere will be no 
bargaining on our part in advance of the 
concession by the Chinese authorities of 


‘full and free communiestion with the 
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foreign ministers.’’ There is, moreover, a 
note ominously close to actual war in 
Secretary Hay’s declaration that the con- 
duct of the Chinese government is “un- 
friendly.” 

That kind of language is extreme in 
diplomacy, and it is only a narrow step 
between it and formal war. 

The impression prevails here that the 
Chinese government, if it is not absolute- 
ly bereft »f power to act in defiance of the 
boxers, will accept our terms, and some 
such action is lvoked for very #00n. 
Possibly a battle, not more, it is be- 
lieved,-than one at most, will be required 
to bring ‘he imperial government to the 
point of acceptance, though in that case 
it is questionabic whether the original 
conditions wculd be regarded as still open 
to acceptances. If the Chinese govern- 
ment now accepts, however, the United 
States government will be face to face 
with one cf the most delicate and mec- 
mentous diplomatic tasks ever under- 
taken. It must attempt to redeem its 
promise to use its good vffices in favor of 
China, and in the present temper of some 
of the European powers the greatest diff- 
culty may be expected to arise in the 
prosecution of the attempt. It is the ¢on- 
fident expectation of the officials here, 
hewever, that if the Chinese government 
actually and in good faith meets all of the 
four conditions laid down by the presi- 
dent in his reply to the Chinese emperor's 
appeal for 93d, that at least a majority of 
the powers now represented in China will 
accept that as a proper base upon which 
to cese present hostilities and open nego- 
tiations for a settlement. The decision of 
the majority in such case without doubt 
would receive the acquiescence of tlie 
minority, else an interminable entan- 
glement might arise. 

Secretary Root said this afternoon there 
had been no developments which would 
necessitate any changes in the instruc- 
tions to General Chaffee by Secretary 
Root today, which contained additional 
information and facts which have devci- 
oped since the last message was sent him 
at Nagasaki. The message contained no 
pdditional instructions, but mefely in- 
formation which he may use as a guide 
to his actions. 

It is not believed at the war depa:tment 
that an advance has been made as yet 
from Tien Tsin. It is explained that ihe 
last dispatches indicated a great deal of 
delay in unloading the transports, anu 
before any advance can be made the 


‘The jindl- 
cations are that the plans heing matured 
at Tien Tsin contemplate a rapid advance 
when the movement begins, for it seems 
to be understood that there will be carricd 
with the army a sufficient quantity of sup- 
plies to maintain the troops on the march 
to Pekin and return, if a return should be 
advisable.

ADVANCE ON PEKIN BEGINS. 


Allied Force, 20,000 Strong, with 
120 Guns, Moves at Last. 
Shanghai, Wednesday, August 1.—The 
allies advanced toward Pekin today. It 
is estimated that the expedition numbers 
20,000 men of all arms with 170 guns. It 

is hoped to reach Pekin August 12th. 

Admiral Alexieff has gone to New 
Chwang, where the position of the Rus- 
sians is regarded as serious. 

It is reported that fifty missionarics 
have been massacred in the Shan Si 
province. 

Admiral Seymour, on,board the Brit- 
ish warship Alacrity, started for Narkin 
today to consult with Liu Kun Yi, vice- 
roy of Nankin.

Arrested Man Refuses To Talk 
Further Than To Say That the 
Shah of Persia Would Do 
Well To Resign at 
Once. 


Paris, August 2—An attempt on the life 
of the shah of Persia, Muzafer ed-Din, 
was made this morning, but luckily it re- 
sulted in no harm to his majesty. A man 
broke through a line of policemen as the 
shah was leaving his apartments and 
tried to mount the royal carriage step, He 
held a revolver in his hand, but as soon 
as his intention was divined the police 
disarmed him before he was able to fire. 

At the police station the man expressed 
regret that he had been unable to carry 
out his intentions. He sald: 

‘This is an affair between me and my 
conscience.” 

It was just a quarter past. 9 o’clock 
when the carriage of the shah emerged 
from the court of the sovereign’s palace, 


which was formerly the home of the 
American dentist. Dr. “Eyans. Seated in 


the carriage with the shah was his grand 
vizier, while opposite him sat General 
Parent. The carriage turned to the left, 
toward the Avenue Boils de Boulogne. It 
had proceeded but a few yards when a 
man dressed as a laborer, sprang from 
between two automobiles, where he had 
been hidden. He broke through the line 
of policemen, overturning a bicycle offi- 
cer. and jumped upon the royal carriage 
step. In one hand the man had a cane, 
which he raised as though to strike, but 
this movement was only intended to hide 
the real purpose, for in the other hand he 
held a revolver. 

The attempted assassination there came 
to an end, for the grand vizier struck the 
weapon from the man’s hand and at the 
same time officers caught his arm from 
behind and overpowered him, ; 

A crowd of 500 people who witnessed 
the attempted assassination, made a rush 
toward the would-be murderer and tried 
to attack him, but there were many po- 
lice in the neighborhood acting as guards 
of the shah and those prevented the mob 
from doing violence to the miscreant. 

The prisoner was taken to the police 
station. 

This afternoon the shah carried out his 
programme for a trip down the Seine to 
Versallles. 

The would-be assassin declines absolute- 
ly to give his name or nationality. He 
speaks but little and that with a southern 
accent. He {gs about twenty-six years of 
age, has chestnut colored hair, a large 
mustache and blue gray eyes. He was 
dressed in a blouse and wide trousers, the 
usual clothes of a carpenter. In his pocket 
was found an ugly knife and a handker- 
chief marked ‘128th regiment infantry.’’ 
When‘this was discovered, the man said: 

“That wil Inot aid you in your inquiries 
concerning my identity.’’ 

ater in the day to some officials of the 
household of the shah who tried to inter- 
rogate him, the prisoner said: 

“Your master will do well to resign; 
otherwise we will kill him.” 


The Shah Was Cool. 


An eye witness of the attempted assas. 
sination says the courage of the shah was 
remarkable. He acted with perfect cool- 
ness and was among the first to selze his 
would-be murderer, holding him with 
both hands until the man was thrown to 
the earth by the police. 

Just before starting from the palace the 
shah received a letter, dated from Italy, 
signed with an Italian name, but posted 
in Paris, announcing to him that he would 
be assassinated today. The police believe 
the man who attacked the shah was not 
alone tn his effort. 

Up to 6 o’clock this evening the investi- 
gations of the police had not resulted in 


}any developments tending to establish the 


identity of the would-be assassin, or asso- 
cilating any other with his attempt. When 
the offici tried to interrogate the pris- 
oner this Afternoon he maintained abso- 
lute silence. Nothing would induce him 
to say a word. He struggled desperately 
to avoid a picture being taken, and had 
to be bound hand and foot and his head 
held between the Knees of photogra- 
pher's assistant, The impression igs gaining 
ground that he is an Italian. He certainly 
is a native of a southern country. 


An eye witness of the affair said: 
‘When the gate of the palace upened 
the first carriage to appear contained the 
shah. He sat at the right hand side of the 
carriage with his doctor at his side. O 
posite was the grana@ vizier,and at his side 
General Parent, the personal aid of the 
shah. They were on their way to the Pont 
Alexander III, where they were to take 
the boat on the Seine for Sevres, to visit 
the pottery works there. The landau turn- 
ed to the left toward the Avenue Bois de

The shah did not appear to be excited 
by the attempt on his life and when the 
man had been led away Nhe reseated him- 
self in his carriage and quietly spoke to 
the grand vizier. Then he said to the 
coachman: 

“Drive on,” and the carriage proceeded 
to the Alexander IIT bridge, where a boat 
was taken for Sevres, 

The pistol carried by the would-be mur- 
derer was of the bulldog type, loaded with 
five cartridges. When the police seized the 
man he tried to break away and cried: 

‘Vivre! children! people.’’ 

An officer tried to stop him, 
shouted: 

“To my assistance, friends.”’ 

Then he quieted down and submitted. 
When the knife was found on his person 
and officer remarked: 

“You also had a knife,” to which the 
man replied: 

“Yes, I took some precaution.”’ 
“Why did you attempt to assassinate the 
shah?” the officer asked. 

“Because,”” was the reply, “it pleased 
me. That does not concern you.” 

To all other questions the prjsoner re- 
mained dumb. 

Up to midight nothing regarding the 
would-be assassin or his connections had 
been learned that was not known within 
half an hour after his arrest. He main- 
tains absolute silence. The peculiarity of 
bis accent, although he speaks perfect 
French, mystifies the officials, and it has 
teen asserted. by one of these thet his 
accent was English An American was 
permitted to share nis cell. The visiior 
addressed him in English, but he gave the 
appearance of absolute inability to under- 
stand, @ni the visitor came away cun- 
vinced that he was not acquainted with 
that language. The impression left was 
that he was from southern France, or 
possibly, a border Spaniard. While the 
popular belief is that he had an accom- 
Dlice, there is no evidence to prove this. 
The police are thoroughly mystified and 
disconcerted. Although the man has been 
seen by most of the secret service officials, 
wt one of them has been able to recognize 

m. 

Paris has received the news of the at- 
tempt with but one seatiment, that of in- 
Gignation. All join to condemn this out- 
rage on the guest of the nation. 

As a result of it, the shah will here- 
after be surrounded by a guard wherever 
he ,goes. 

Extra prect.utions will also be taken to 
protect President Loubet. 

It now appears that the police have se- 
cured a piece of evidence going to sup- 
port the popular belief that the shah’s 
assailant had an accomplice. M. Massy, 
an artist, says that a quarter of an hour 
before the outrage he saw the criminal 
in company with a well-dressed man im- 
patiently awaiting the appearance of the 
royal visitor. The criminal stamped his 
feet and exclaimed: 


“Lord! what a time he is.” 

At this his companion pulled a fine 
watch from his pocket, saying: 

‘It is five past nine, and it won’t be 
long now.’”’ 


BRITISH LOSSES WERE HEAVY. 


English Troops Locate Ashantis and 
Desperate Battie Ensues. 

Bewai, Ashanti, Wednesday, August 1.— 
Major H. R. Beddoes, with 400 men and 
two guns, started July 24th to locate the 
enemy’s war camp, The camp wag found, 
the warriors numbering 3,000 to 4,000 men, 
three days’ marching east of Dompoessti. 
Several hours’ fighting resulted in the de- 
feat of the Ashantis after a stubborn re- 
sistance. Major Beddoes’s losses were 
heavy. He and Lieutenants Phillips and 
Swaby were severely wounded. Thirty 
men were also wounded. More troops 
will be necessary before the campaign 
can possibly finish.

It ts the only sec-’ 
tion of thd state where the tide was 
against the democrats, and two weeks 
ago the latter would have polled a bigger 
vote there than they did today. It is safe 
to say, however, that the democratic ma- 
jority will be 40,000, and Chairman Sim-" 
mons’s opinion is tonight that Aycock, 
democratic nominee for governor, will not.

CHRISTIANS BEING SLAUGHTERED 


Forces Was Opposed to the 
Onward March to Pekin, 
but Was Outvoted 
Strongly. 


London, August 3, 3:45 a. m.—No word 
comes this morning regarding the cor 
tunes of the comparatively small body of 
troops believed to be forging their way 
toward Pekin. The silence is probably 
dug to diligent censorship rather than to 
any lack of developments. 

A Shanghai special announces the re- 
ceipt of an official telegram from the 
tsung li yamen asserting that the minis- 
ters were all well on July 30th, and that 
vegetables, fruits and other supplies had 
been sent to the legations on several! occa- 
ions. 

2 “Friendly intercourse,” the official tele- 
gram says, “is now being carried on be- 
tween the ministers and the imperial gov- 
ernment.” 

According to The Daily Express, how- 


ever, cablegrams from Che Foo announce 


that the imperial troops, advancing to op- 
pose the relief force, have completely wip- 
ed out a Christian town near Pekin, kill- 
4ng five foreign priests and 10,000 native 


Christians. 

General Gaselee—so says this corre- 
spondent—wasg strongly opposed to an im-

From Shanghai The Daly Press has re- 
ceived confirmation of the reported mur- 
der of fifty missionaries in the province of 
Bhan Si, with the additiona] informa- 
tion that eight English women were drag- 
ged out of the mission buildings by the 
Chinese mob who beheaded them in the 
streets of Chu Chou. 

French troops are reported to have oc- 
cupied Meng Tsze, in the province of Yun 
Nan.

“A heartrending letter has been receiv- 
ed from the Japanese legation dated July 
22d, stating that the casUtalties number 60 
per cent, that only twenty-five cartridges 
per man are left with sufficient food tor 
five days and that it is feared the legation 
will succumb within a week.”’

Bryan and Democratic Leaders To 
Meet in Chicago, 


Chicago, August 2.—It was announced 
‘today at democratic headquarters that 
an important conference will be held here 
on the return of W. J. Bryan from In- 
dianapolis. Senator Jones, chairman of 
the democratic national committee; C. 
A. Towne and many leading democrats 
are expected to be present. The whole 
political situation, it is stated, will be 
discussed and before Mr. Bryan departs 
for Lincoln it is believed the whole demo- 
cratic plan of campaign will have been 
agreed upon, including the part to be 
taken by Mr. Bryan himself.

BLACK KERCHIEFS 


MARKED THE MEN 


Half Dozen Persons Around the King 
Wore the Same Color. 


MAY HAVE BEEN SIGNALS 


Huge Plot Formed in America To 
Kill European Sovereigns. 


ACCOMPLICE OF BRESC! 


The FPMsoner Still Remains Silent, 
Refusing To Give Any Informa- 
tion Touching Himself. 


Rome, August 3.—According to declara- 
tiong made to the Milan police by per- 
sons who witnessed the assassination of 
King Humbert, and especially the king’s 
footmen, four or five persons, wearing 
around their necks black handkerchiefs. 
stich as Bresci wore, were seen around 
the royal carriage at the time of the 
crime. After it was committed they be- 
gan shouting, evidently to increase the 
confusion and help Bresci to escape. 

Aul Corriere Della Italia says the police 
have discovered that a huge plot was 
formed in America to murder King Hum- 
bert and that his assassination was to be 
followed by similar crimes throughout 
Europe. 

Another discovery ifs that Bresef, last 
Sunday, entered the royal chapel of the 
vila during mass, evidently with the in- 
tention of assassinating Humbert iff he 
were there. 

The man suspected of being an accom- 
plice of Bresci was arrested yesterday at 
a railway station here. He had recently 
arrived from the United States and will 
be sent to Monza for inspection. 

Notwithstanding the most thorough 
search, the will of King Humbert has not 
yet been found. Count Brambilla has ar- 
rived at Rome to continue the search, 
which is retarding the arrangements fae 
the funeral. 

The regicide Bresci still maintains his 
excited demeanor and has to be dressed 
forcibly. Today he exclaimed to a war- 
den: 

“It will be his turn next.” 

Bresci has been removed from Monza 
to Milan. 

The police have found evidence that 
Bresci acted in collusion with others and 
numerous arrests have been made. 
Bresci’s brother, a shoe dealer, another 
kinsman named Marozzi and seven an- 
archists have been arrested at Prato. 
Natalem Possanzini, who was arrested 


at Ancona, admits traveling with Bresci 
from Milan to Monza. 


ANARCHISTS HOLD MEETING. 


Newspapers Are Condemned by the 
Half Dozen Speakers. 

New York, August 2.—Several hundred 
anarchists held a meeting in Barthodlt 
hall, at Paterson, N. J., tonight for the 
Purpose of discussing the situation in 
Italy. There were many Frenchmen, a 
number of Spaniards and a few Austral- 


jans in the assemblage, which consisted 
for the most part of Italians. Pasqualle 
Frank presided. At the opening he de- 
nounced the newspapers in general and 
claimed that they were misrepresenting 
the anarchists. He said the papers made 
anarchists out as bad men and pictured 
them in revolting actions. He said this 
was untrue and that anarchists were the 
Same as other people. 


Pedro Esteve, the Spanish leader and 
editor of a Paterson anarchist publicatton, 
was the principal speaker of the evening. 
He discussed the situation in Italy from 
his own standpoint, claiming that the 
government was bad to the core. He said 
the poor people of the nation were op- 
pressed and overburdened by taxes and 
because of the latter the poor people 
could not stay in the country. He re- 
viewed the work of the socialists in Italy 
and claimed that their propaganda had 
done no good: their intentions might be 
well but their methods were not produc- 
tive of results. He said Italy’s only hope 
was in the anarchists. They had no se- 
crets, he said, and took no part in plots. 
He said they did not gelect by ‘lot or 
otherwise, any person to kill. Bresci, he 
said, had not been sent to kill the king; 
he did the act of his own free will. An 
anarchist was free to do as he pleased. 
An anarchist, he said, might decide in his 
own mind to kill a king and know when 
he had done it that he would have to give 
his life for it, but he would give his life 
Bladly. Bresci, ne said, had killed the 
king and he was glad, although he knew 
he would have to suffer for his act. Es- 
teve said that he was not sorry. ,He 
asked if any one present was sorry. This 
was greeted with laughter and applause 

Speeches were also made by Pedro Mo- 
resi, Francis Widmer and A. Aimore 
each saying that there had been no plot 
for the killing of the king. 

r= ae were adopted as follows:

that Bresci’s deed was the posal al ‘the 
present social state of affairs and there- 
fore we are trying to establish one where 
violence would not be possible. 

‘“‘We deplore as foolish the idea that 
there could have been or existed a plot 
in this city, Paterson, and protest against 
those who attribute it to or are trying to 
make the Italian colony of Paterson re- 
sponsible for Bresci’s deed.”’ 

Charles H. Petrie, a silk finisher of 
Paterson, has received a number of let- 
ters from local anarchists or what he 
calls the Mafia, in which his life wag 
threatened. 

Mr. Petrie is a prominent member of 
many societies that have_for their ob- 
ject the restriction of immigration and 
disfranchisement of certain sections of 
the Italians. He is not alone. Six prom- 
inent citizens of Riverside, N. J., who 
Share his beliefs, have also received 
threatening letters. 

Some time ago Mr. Petrie was- out- 
spoken against allowing the Italians the 
use of the public schools at night to teach 
what they saw fit. He has been threat- 
ened for this particularly. He has armed 
his household and the other men who 
have threatened have applied to 
the police for protection. 


HE LEAVES A WIFE BEHIND. 


Companion of Bresci Was Not Known 
as an Anarchist. 


New York, August 2.—Nicola Quinta- 
velli, companion of Bresci when he sailed 
to kill the king of Italy, and who is now 
under arrest charged with complicity in 
the assassination, left behind a wife twen- 
ty-six years old. 

She is Mrs. Jennie Quintavelli, who 
lives with her sister, Mrs. Robert Auld, 
on 109 Eighth street. She works in a 
large cigar factory. Mrs. Quintavelli 
had no knowledge that her husband was 
an anarchist until she read that he had 
been arrested. She refused to believe at 
first that the news was true, but became 
convinced by inquiry on Wednesday and 
since then has been overcome with grief.

WRANGLES MARK SESSION 


Attorneys for Defendant and for the 
Prosecution Keep Up an Ar- 
pument All Day 


JURY 1S SENT QUT REPEATEDLY 


Testimony Ghren in During Morning 
and Afternoon Sessions in No 
Way Clears Up the Mys- 
tery of the Assassi- 
nation. 


Georgetown, Ky., August 2.—The de- 
fense in the Powers case offered the testi- 
mony of six new witnesses in court to- 
day and much of the two sessions held 
was taken up by the wrangling of at- 
torneys for both sides, the jury being 
sent out a half dozen times. One of the 
features of the day was the presenting by 
Colonel Mengel, of the First Kentucky 
regiment of state guards, of an auto- 
graph letter from Governor Taylor, writ- 
ten on January 18th, two weeks before the 
shooting of Senator Goebel, in which he 
instructed him to obey ‘all orders and 
signals given him by Adjutant General 
Collier.’’ This officer offered to explain 
the cipher messages, ‘all right,’’ sent 
out by Collier immediately after the 
shooting. 

The defense was overruled on two im- 
portant points during the day, Judge 
Cantrill refusing to allow one witness to 
relate a conversation he claimed to have 
had with Whatton Golden reiauve to re- 
ceiving pay for testimony and refusing 
to allow another witness to read to the 
jury the resolutions adopted by the moun- 
tain petitioners and which they attempt- 
ed to present to the legislature. The de- 
fense expected to show by these resolu- 
tions that the assembling of the petition- 
ers was not for an unlawful purpose.: 

Rev. Jahn Stamper, brother-in-law of 
Wharton Golden, was recalled and Coio- 
nel Hendricks, of the prosecution, ques- 
tioned him as to the part he took in get- 
ting republicans from Scott county to 
geo to the gtate capital on January 25th. 
He answered that he secured quite a 
number. On re-examination Stamper waid 
hig conversations with Golden regarding 
the money he (Golden) was to receive for 
convictions were confidential, but that he 
made them public because a man’s life 
was in jeopardy. Stamper declared that 
he had never been authorized by any one 
to offer money to Golden to leave the 
state before the trial. His memory had 
been refreshed since adjournment of 
court yesterday and he desired to eyrrect 
the statement made then that his offer 
of $5,000 to Golden was after the talking 
with Caleb Powers, the defendant, He 
said he had the conversation with Golden 
before talking to Powers. 

The defense called R. L. McClure, of 
Lexington, a newspaper man. Attorney 
Owens asked him if witness Golden had 
not said to him that Youtsez was a fool 
for talking too much and would not get a 
cent, but that he (Golden) had fixed it 
before he told his story to the prosecu- 
tion. The prosecution objected and was 
sustained by the court. An exception 
was taken. 

Before the jury was brought in for the 
afternoon session Attorney Brown, of the 
defense, presented a copy of the resolu- 
tions adopted at the meeting of mountain 
men and asked that the paper be read to 
the jury. Passionate speeches for and 
against the admission of the paper as 
evidence were made by Attorneys Brown 
and Williams. The judge said: 

“The paper offered as evidence is clearly 
incompetent. You might as well read to 
the jury Pope’s ‘Essay on Man.’ ”’ 

The jury was then brought in and 
Sharpe again placed on the stand. Wit- 
ness said he told Governor Taylor and 
General Collier before January 30th that 
he had been warned by a democratic 
friend to stay away from Frankfort as 
the parties pushing the gubernatorial con- 
test had 2,000 rifles there and were ready 
to use them. Witness was in Governor 
Taylor’s office in five minutes after the 
shooting. Taylor asked him to take 
charge and prepare to defend the building. 
He did so, giving orders not to permit 
the arrest of any one in the capitol 
grounds. He had charge of one squad of 
armed men and Berry Howard had 
charge of another squad. 

In response to a question on cross-ex- 
amination, Sharpe said he had in sub- 
stance said to some persons on the Sat- 
urday before the shooting that he was 
ready to take his gun and either lead or 
follow to prevent the ousting of the repub- 
lican office holders. 

“I am ready now to do it,”’ said he. 
The witness refused to make public the 
name of the man whom he Ajuoted as say- 
ing that the contestants had 2,000 guns 
at Frankfort ready for use. On cross-ex- 
amination, the presecution asked the court 
to compel the witness to give the name 
of this man, but Judge Cantrill ruled that 
the demand was made too late, that it 
should have been made on cross-exami- 
nation. 

The second witness of the afternoon was 
Colonel David W. Gray, of Louisville, who 
served as lieutenant colonel of the First 
tegiment state guards in January last. 
He corroborated ¢tatements of his supe- 
rior officer, Colonel Menger. Judge Can- 
trill would not let the witness state 
whether he and Adjutant General Collier 
were of the same political faith. 

Frank C. Carpenter, of Louisville, was 
the last witnees of the day. He was in 
Frankfort January 30th and was called 
by the defense to show the state of feel- 
ing on the streets of the city immediately 
after the shooting of Goebel. He repeat- 
ed threats that he heard made against the 
occupants of the executive building. 
While he was being cross-examined, court 
adjourned.

Following the address of President 
Berckmans, Professor W. M. Scott, state 
entomologist, read a report upon the San 
Jose scale work of the state. Professur 
Scott traced the scale as it moved in 
different localities until it had overspread 
the entire state. The scale is now most 
numerous along the railroad from Wayry- 
cross to Bainbridge and Albany, from 
Tifton to Valdosta, Fitzeerald and Cocr- 
dele, from Thomasville to Albany, Smith- 
yille to Fort Gaines, Americus to Colum- 
bus, Cordele to Savannah and from Macon 
to Dublin. This gives the scale a wide 
range, end renders its eradication im- 
possible. In regard to treatment, Prof2s- 
sor Scott said until further experiments 
develop something more satisfactory we 
will continue to.use kerosene in mechan- 
ical mixture with water; as soon as tae 
fruit crop is gathered infested trees should 
be sprayed with 10 per cent kerosene in 
mechanical mixture with water. Particu- 
lar care should be taken in the use cf 
kerosene as a summer wash, as there is 

*-always:more or less danger of ‘injury to 

_. the trees sprayed. The summor treatment 
must be followed in the fal] as soon as the 
foliage is shed by an application of 20 
percent kerosene. To obtain good results, 
every portion of the infested tree must be 
wet from the ground to the tips of the 
twigs, and great care should be exercised 
to prevent the kerosene from running 
down the trunk of ihe tree. Bright day 
should be selected for the work, and 
Spraying should continue late in the 
evening. 

Following the paper by Professor Scott, 
the morning session adjourned after the 
appointment of the committees to inspect 
and report upon the fruit display. The 
committees will report tomcrrow.

MUSCOGEE’S TAX RETURNS. 


Increase Due to Advance in Real 
Estate. 


Columbus, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
While it appeared on the surface of the 
returns that the big increase in taxable 
values in Muscogee county this year was 
due principally to other causes than real 
estate. a careful analysis of the tax digest 
shows that, after all, it is to the steady 
advance in real estate values that the in- 
crease is mostly due, 

Last year, consolidating the returns, the 
real estate of the Eagle & Phenix mills 
was classed as real estate, strictly. This 
year it is classified under the general 
head of cotton and woolen mills, and thus 
the real estate column loses this big item, 
which is between $500,000 and $600,000. Thus, 
while the increase in real estate values 
in the county is only nominally about 
$120,000 on the face of the returns, yet the 
real increase is about $650.000. The slump 
caused by the removal of the Eagle & 
Phenix item to another column is over- 
come, and over by $100,000, The real es- 
tate in the city this year is valued at $6,- 
046,655; in the county at $1,310,950. Mer- 
chandise this year is $1,077,920; money, ac- 
counts, etc., $989,095; stocks and’ bonds, 
$453.790. 

The number of acres of land in the 
county is given in this year at 139,527. This 
is a gain of 8,000 acres over last year, 
when the returns were 131,469. This does 
mot mean that the county has expanded 
during the year, but simply that the vigi. 
lant tax receiver has uncovered more 
propertv and brought into the folds a 
considerable amount of “‘lost’’ territory. 

Last vear the polls returned numbered 
2,582; this year they are 4,932, a large in- 
erease.~’This increase is due largely to 
the vigilance of the justices of the peace, 
who have received 3 cents for every name 
reported. 

This year cotton and woolen mills—the 
real estate in the Eagle & Phenix mills, 
and the machinery in all the other mills, 
ig $943,530; last year it was $425,379. This in- 
crease is due to the change in classifica- 
tion, referred to above. Last year the 
city real estate was valued at $6,012,920; 
the county real estate at $1,234,563. 

The total taxable values this year are 
$12,955,155; last year, $12,206,545. Of this 
vear’s returns, $12,523,515 property was 
given in by whites, while only $331,640 was 
returned by the colored population.

Fort Valley, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
Mr. A. G. McCrary had a lively experi- 
ence yesterday with a wild hog in @ 
swamp on hi plantation near this place. 
The animal was making a meal off the 
young corn when sighted and conga 
fight, but retired reluctantly into the 
swamp as_ the overseer and hands 
made for the house for guns 
and dogs.

Victory of Civilizatiofi. 

That Was a victory of civilization 
which was fought and won in North 
Carolina yesterday, and one of its most 
hopeful results will be the future jim- 
provement of the race which has been 
largely relegated to the rear. 

The franchise is the most precious 
possession of the freeman, but it takes 
& long course of training to create a 
freeman qualified for its use. It has tak- 
€n every moment of time since the day 
of Alfred the Great to give us the 
Englishman of today, and even now we 
must often rely for safety upon the 
general result against the influence of 
powerful minorities. It was the flower 
of this hereditament which found it- 
self upon the Atlantic fringe of this 


continent a little over a century ago, 


when the declaration of independence 
‘was made. 

As one of the most criminal exercises 
of power ever made, came the enfran- 
chisement of the black race, before it 
had recovered from the surprise ol 
emancipation. The intention,of its per- 
petrators was heinous, the result to the 
‘victimized race has been disastrous, 
and the effect upon the race charged 
with the preservation of order moet 
depressing. Nevertheless the white race 
in the south, true to its traditions ev- 
erywhere else, has mastered the diffi- 
culty, and today there is peace and 
progress throughout the whole section 
once doomed byats conquerors to an- 
archy and rapine. 

In the enlarged condition which now 
exists, it has been found that men can- 


not devote so much time to politics. 


Busy men of affairs do not want to lay 
awake, with fingers placeq upon trig- 
gers all the time. They demand a rest 
from the incessant call upon their time. 


They want more time for their own 


business while.they are prepared to pay 
more money for the building up of the 
4nferior race. Hence the demand for 
ballot reform which has for its object 
the elimination of the licentious and 
purchasable vote. Very few white men, 
no matter how ignorant, ever sell their 
votes. Almost all negroes, no matter 
how intelligent, refuse to vote until 
they have been “seen.” Even the 
preachers are bought by a donation to 
the church. Such a state of affairs has 
made action necessary, and North 
Carolina moved effectively in the mat- 
ter yesterday. 

And yet the result: will be most en- 
couraging to the black race. A cause of 
wholesale debatichery and temptation 
has been removed. The industrious and 
the virtuous will prosper, while the va- 
grant and the criminal will not. This

intelligently, in perfect fellowship and 
harmony with his white neighbor. 
Hence it has been a great day for 
the white conservator of civilization, 
‘but a greater one still for that strug-

Saving the Fruit Crop. 


The saving of the fruit crop has be- 
come as important a question in Geor- 
gia as the marketing of the cotton. 

At the meeting of the Georgia Horti- 
cultural Society in Dublin, President 
Berckmans devoted marked attention to 
this question. He deplored the disaster 
to the present fruit crop caused by 
brown rot, but extended encouragement 
to the growers with directions for pro- 
tecting the crops in future years. His 
trend of argument was in favor of util- 
izing unmerchantable fruit. Canning 
and evaporating was strongly advised, 
and the growers were warned not to 
depend altogether upon marketing the 
fresh fruit. There is always a marker 
for canned and evaporated goods and 
these industries should be established 
in every fruit growing county. | 

To justify the necessity of the sug- 
gestion, we need only point to the re- 
sult of the present year’s crop. Large 
quantities of fruit became unmerchant- 
able en route and in the effort to mar- 
ket an immense crop “on the rush” the 
interests of the producers have been 
sacrificed. As an instance a Buena 
Vista shipper expressed fifteen crates 
of peaches to Cincinnati and the gross 
sales was $10.75. Of this the express 
company received $9.50, the commis- 
sion house $1.07. and the shipper re- 
ceived a check for 18 cents, and as the 
bank no doubt charged 10 cents ex- 
change on the check the shipper got 
8 cents, or about one-half cent per 
crate for his part. An Americus ship 
per has received the returns from a 
shipment of 550 crates of prime Elber- 
tas. The net sales were $127, freight 
287, leaving the shipper to pocket a 
clear loss of $160 difference, should he 
“remit,” as requested by the gentleman 
at the other end of the line. Another 


‘shipper has received returns from the 


stie of one thousand crates, which net- 
ted him just 6 cents per crate. It is 
such experience as this that discour- 
ages what should be a profitable busi- 
ness in Georgia. 

This state of affairs points to the 
conclusion that the fruit producer must 
not sacrifice his whole crop in a “rush” 
market, but should resort to canning 
and evaporation in order to be in the 
market all the year round. There is 
money in the business for the man who 
will prepare his product for the mar- 
ket. 

At the same time there will be a 
market for fresh fruit. which can only 
be met by the aid of the railroad com- 
panies themselves. Several] months be- 
fore the market opened, The Constitu- 
tion suggested that the field to be cov- 
ered by the railroad men was much 
wider than that of mere transportation. 
the agriculturist is the man who 
makes the freight for railroads—in 
fact, he is the packhorse out of whom 
the railroads make their money. The 
farmer cannot go to distant markets 
to place his product, and he should not 
be thrown into the clutches of commis- 
sion men who have neither pity nor re- 
gard for him. The railroads, which 
can employ soliciting agents, could just 
as well have trained representatives at 
the other end to see that sales were 
made for the best interest of custom- 
ers. Such an idea could very easily be 
put into motion, with but little cost 
and responsibility to the roads, and 
the farmers would feel that they had 
friends which would guard their inter- 
ests. As it is, the only concern which 
a railroad has is the securing of a car- 
g0 and money enough to pay the 
fretght, when the producer may go to 
destruction if he wants to. 

In the meantime the only sure re- 
sort for fruit growers is the adoption 
of President Berckmans’s plan. Let 
canneries be established in every neigh- 
borhood of the state, and the market 
will be made easier. 


An Appeal To Be Heeded. 


In a letter to The Constitution re- 
lating to the recent riots in New Or- 
leans, Rev. B. J. Bridges, president of 
the Georgia Colored Industrial and 
Orphans’ Home, has this to say: 

There are causes for such results and 
the loyal citizens should deal with the 
cause, and not the results. As a southern 
born and raised negro, a lover of the 
south and my country, I believe if there 
ever was a time when the better class of 
white and colored people should unite 
for the purpose of defending homes, prop- 
erty and lives, it is now. 

Let the better class of colored people 
separate from the low and  detraded 
classes, and when one of our race vio- 
lates the law, give no space for their se- 
clusion, but rather unite with the law to 
bring them to justice, and when the bet- 
ter class of white people see that we fa- 
vor justice being meted out to the law- 
breakers of our race, they will stand by 
us when we are attacked by the lawless 
ones of their race. 

Now in conclusion, let every colored 
father and mother in the south unite and 
gather in their children from the streets 
and allies and highways, growing up in 
idleness and ignorance, and train them 
in morality, virtue, loyalty and industry. 


This is the gist of the advice which 
The Constitution has consistently giv- 
en to the colored race, a compliance 
with which will be necessary before 
any improvement can be expected. The 
negro race is free, and hence cannot 
be coerced into good conduct by out- 
side force. They can be punished for 
violation of law, but any movement for 
their moral betterment must proceed 
from within. The supremacy of the 
white race does not mean injustice to 
the colored. The fact is that the col- 
ored man is most happy and prosper- 
ous in the very sections where white 
supremacy is most marked and insist- 
ed upon, 

When a negro commits crime his 
most secure refuge is among his own 
people, while the white crimina!} finds 
his own race solidly arrayed against 
him. The false friendg of the negro 
mislead him by suggesting an equality 
which exists nowhere, and which is 
but an idle dream. There is no equal- 
ity among whites, but there are inter- 
minable divisions based upon lines 
of personal conduct and ac- 
complishment. When the negro 
learns this basic lesson of exist- 
ence, and “separates from the low and 
degraded classes,” showing more inter- 
est in the protection of virtue than in 
the defense of crime, he will have 
taken a step which will be readily rec- 
ognized, and which will place him on

The advice of President Bridges to 
his race to look after their children 
is most pertinent. Let us have re- 
spectable colored families which.in the 
aggregate will build up a respectable 
colored community, proud of its own 
blood and traditions, and from that 
date we can make a genuine improve- 
ment-of the race.

I was born 
and raised in Georgia., I have a good 
many relatives in Atlanta. I do not be- 
lieve that there is a southern mother that 
would sell her baby. 


“Babies,sold as a simple business 
transaction” is the -unaffected state- 
ment of The Press. “‘A child as easily 
purchased in this city as a pair of 
shoes,” and then the declaration: 


You pay your money and you take your 
choice. You can buy a baby in Philadel- 
phia just as easily as‘ you can provide 
yourself with a new pair of shoes. 

Babies, like any other wares of the 
world, are advertised and traded off for 
money, and the baby traffic flourishes 
briskly in these days of prosperity. 

You do not, perhaps, go about the pur- 
chase of a baby in quite the same fashion 
in which you would buy a pair of new 
shoes. For, when you are in need of 
footwear, you do not usually advertise 
the fact any more than possible. But if 
you want to buy a baby the quicker and 
easiest way of getting what you want is 
to advertise for it. You will be sure to 
find a market in which all the goods are 
perfect, and probably some one of the 
lperfections will suit you. After you have 
got the answers to your advertisement, 
the process is exactly the same as walk- 
ing into a store, pricing and inspecting 
goods, putting down the amount asked 
for them and carrying home your pur- 
chase. 

The story goeg on to narrate several 
instances of bargain and sale, all of 
which is told in the matter-of-fact way 
of familiarity, without a single sugges- 
tion of barbarity or “traffic in human 
flesh,” only the parting explanation 
that it is the case of: 

A large family, a superfluous baby, a 
chance to get rid of it comfortably and 
make some money at the same time—this 
was the little story of the case. The 
mother sat by unmoved and trolled her 
infant on her knee while its disposal was 
being discussed.

SENATOR JONES TALKS 
ABOUT COTTON PRESS 


New York Sun: Senator James. K. 
Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of the dem- 
ocratic national com.nittee, said yesteruay 
in an interview: 

“] gee that New York republican news- 
papers have made the pretended discovery 
that I am connected with a trust. They 
allude, of course, to the fact that J] own 
stock in the American Cotton Company. 
It may not be out of place to say what the 
American Cotton Company is and how I 
became identified with it. 


“More than ten years ago John W. 
Graves, of Arkansas, began work on a 
press designed to roll up cotton at the 
gin in highly compressed roundlap bales. 
Seeing in the perfection of his invention 
an improvement of mestimuble value tu 
the south, where cotton for more than a 
hundred years had been and still is baled 
in the crudest {maginable way, l advanced 
money to carry on the work in whicu he 
was engaged. By 18¥6 Graves and W. KE. 
Anderson. who had become associated 
with him, had built a press which mude a 
round bale of great density, the distinc- 
tive merit of which was that it required 
neither bagging nor ties; We lacked, how- 
ever, the necessary capital to develop the 
business, «nd when in 189 the American 
Cotton Company was organized to furnish 
the money for making practical the im- 
provement.in baling cotton, we sold it our 
patents, and I thus became a stockholder 
in that company. 


“This company is in no sense a trust 
nor is it a company with inflated capital. 
It is simpiy a business organization with 
capital large enough to cerry on success- 
fully the enterprise in which it is engaged.

“If to have been instrumental in the 
development of this great invention and to 
cwn stock in a company, which bj its 
use introduces scientific methods vf econ- 
omy in the marketing of the American 
cotton crop, not only without cost to the 
farmer, but actually to his profit, is a just 
ground of criticism against me, I am 
greatly mistaken. Other round bale 
presses are beiny made. The American 
Cotton Company has never attempted tu 
absorb any of these, but openly competes 
with them. We do-claim the right to use 
our own patents, a right which is guar- 
anteed to us by the constitution of the 
United States.’’

Tallahassee, Fla., August 2.—(Special,)_ 
The only state issue dividing the People of 
Florida in the political campaign of this 
year is: Shal! the state capital be oe 
moved from Tallahassee? f¢ 80, to 
what place? Z 

This question is to be practically set 
tied by the white democratic voters in ‘ 
primary election to be held November teh 
next. It has been placed squarely bet 
them for decision by the insertion in the. 
platform adopted by the recent demo. 
cratic state convention, held. in Jackson 
villa. of the following plank: 

“The question of the removal of 
wl state government and as to the 
of a constitutional convention 
settled by the white democencic Gall ne 
of that State at a primary election to 
held at the time of holding the state 
tion, November 6, 1900, to be participateg 
in by only white democrats who, { 
gereral election, shall have voted or the 
candidates of this convention.” 

The constitution of Florida provides that 
“The seat of government shall be at the 
city of Tallahassee, in the county of 
Leon.” Tallahassee was established 
the capital of the territory of Florida in 
1823, two years after the purchase of the 
territory from Spain, the location hay} 
been chosen by a commission appointed 
by. President Monroe for that p i 
consisting of Dr. W. H. Simmons and _ 
John L. Williams. om 

Tallahassee has remained uninterrupted. 

ly the capital of Florida, notwithstandt 
abortive efforts have been made from time 
to time since 1849 to remove the capital ¢» 
a more easterly town. The present move. 
ment, however, is by far the most serious 
and best organized ever started ip thig 
direction, and it is generally conceded that 
the result of tHis contest will settle the 
location of Florida’s capital for many 
years to come. 

The contest is entirely within the line 
of the democratic party, and only white 
democrats will be allowed to participate 
The democrats are in absolute contro} of 
Florida, and their state platform contip 
ues as follows: 

‘In the event that a place other thas 
Tallahassee shall have received a plu. 
rality of the votes cast for the location of 
the seat of state government, it shall be 
the duty of the state legislature to ppg. 
vide for the submission to the electors of 
a constitutional amendment providing fop 
the change of location to that place chos. 
en at said primary election, and ft shall 
be the duty of all democrats to vote for 
such constitutional amendment. If 
lahassee shall receive the plurality vote, 
then the legislature shall there providg 
better,and safer accommodations for the 
state’s records and business.” 

Thus has the democratic state conven. 
tion, establishing a precedent heretoforg 
unknown in Florida, sought to dictate - 
positively and directly the action of both 
the legislature, which is sure to be overs 
whelmingly democratic, and also of the 
democratic voters of the state, on the 
event that the white democrats give some 
other town than Tallahassee. a plurality 
of their votes at the November primary, 
This will, in effect, shut out all repubij. 
cans and colored democratic voters from: 
any voice in the location of the stats 
capital. 

As seen, the constitution must be amend. 
ed before the capital can be removed from 
Tallahassee. The constitution provides, 
concerning amendments, that such amend 
ments proposed in either house of the leg. 
islature shall require for adoption the 
votes of three-fifths of all the members 
elected to each house. shall be entered 
upon the journals, published tn one news 
paper in each county for three months 
immediately preceding the next ‘general 
election, and submitted at such election 
for approval or rejection by the voter” ©

Tf a plurality of the white democratic 
electors vote for removal to a place other 
than Tallahassee, the necessary 
tional amendment will be proposed at the 
session of the legislature to meet next 
April, and if it is adopted by a three 
fifths vote in each honse, will be sub 
mitted to the people at the general elec 
tion in November, 1902. If a majority of 
the electors voting upon such amendment 
favor its adoption, it will become 4 part 
of the constitution to take effect as of the 
dav of its adoption. 

The cifies entered as candidates for the 
location of the capital are Tallahassee, 
Jacksonville, St. Augustine, Ocala and 
Gainesville. With the exception of Talla- 
hassee, all of these towns are in the see 
ond or east Florida congressional district 
All of them have formed active associ 
tions, composed of their strongest men, 
to work for the capital, and the whole 
state is being flooded with literature and 
oratory setting forth the advantages of 
the several aspirants. 

The several towns striving to displace 
Tallahassee as the state’s capital are each °

ing of the cotton states commissioners. 
fie announced on his arrival in Savan- 
nab & few days since that the govern- 
ment would be represented at Raleigh 
and had agreed to co-operate in the full- 
et manner in all:the aims of the south- 
ern association. 

Indications point to the representation 
st the Ralelgh meeting of the states of 
Georgia. Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Mis- 
gissippi, Alabama, Florida, Virginia, Ten- 

pessee, North and South Carolina and 
possibly Indian Territory and Oklahoma. 

Much of the success of the session will 
be due to the constant and untiring work 
of Secretary Royal Daniel, of Atlanta, 
who has been engaged since the meeting 
at New Orleans in stimulating interest 
in the association throughout the cot- 
ton belt.

FOUR MURDERERS WANTED

Governor Candler Went After the 


. Criminal Fraternity Yesterday. 


Two Murderers in McIntosh. 


Six hundred dollars is the total amount 
of the rewards offered by the state yes- 
terday for the arrest with evidencé to 
convict of fugitives, all of whom are 
charged with the crime of murder, 

The rewards of yesterday, four in num- 
ber and all for $150 each. which is, how- 
ever, an exceptional number for one day, 
would indicate the existence of a thriving 
business for some private detective 
ageney Or for some sharper who sees more 
in making use of his knowledge of 1s- 


soc.ates than tn following their gentile 
pursuit himself. 

Two of the murders, for the perpetra- 
tors of which rewards were authorized 
yesterday, were committed in MceIntoerh 
County in July. On last Monday in that 
county Arthur Hamilton, a _ well-to-do 
citizen, was waylaid and murdered by 
some unknown person. The crime was 
committed at night and no clew to the 
identity of the Hamilton's slayer could 
be found by the sheriff, who, with his 
posse, is now scouring the woods in 
search of suspicious characters. Only a 
few days before that crime was commit- 
ted Hector Jackson, of Sapalo island, a 
part of McIntosh county, was indicted 
for murder by the grand jury. Jackson 
is a fugitive from justice and is believed 
to be hiding In the swamps of the island. 
The county authorities of McIntosh urged 
vpon Governor Candler the necessity for 
cffering a large reward in both cases and 
the chief executive decided té pay $150 
for each of the men. 

The third reward of 150 was offered for 
Lee Edwards, of Bibb county, who ha: 
been indicted for the murder of Arthur 
Stead and who has been a fugitive from 
the law since the commission of his 
crime. Jim Davis, of Walton county, the 
accused murderer of Warren Simmons, is 
the fourth criminal outiawed by execu- 
tive action and on whose capture a re- 
ward of $150 hangs. Simmons was shot 
and killed by Davis in Walton county on 
July 224 and since then nothing has been 
seen or heard of him in the community. 

The average Georgia county officer has 
never demonstrated with complete suc- 
cess his talents for chasing down a orirni- 
nal whose track has grown cold, other- 
wise it might be dangerous to the credit 
of the state to offer $600 a day in rewards. 

In the matter of asking for the offer 
of rewards from the state there is little 
clear understanding of the method to he 
pursued even among some county officers 
and consequently it is often the case that 
time, generally valuable to men who are 
chasing murderers, is thrown away. The 
request must come to the governor in 
every case from the ordinary or county 
commissioners of a county or both, and 
these officials must unhesitatine!y zive as 
treir opinion that the offer of reward is 
necessary or would materially aid the 
ends of justice. Occasionally the request 
of a sheriff for reward is sufficient to 
bring it about, but the request of the 
sheriff should in every case be backed up 
by that of the ordinary or the zounty 
commissioners.

In England the space writers are reap- 
ing a harvest, and the man who has a 
prolific pen and a few fragmentary facts 
concerning China has as good a thing as 
the average newspaper man would want. 
Following are a few of the most unique 
Stories taken from The London Mail: 

“Club life is not confined to civilized 
western countries. The rich Chinaman 
has had his club for centuries, and as a 
rule, in the elegance and splendor of the 
internal decorations there is nothing com- 
parable with it in London or New York. 

“Most of the larger Chinese cities, like 
Canton or Pekin, contain a club of man- 
darins and rich men with pretensions to 
rank. Some have a politica! taint, some 
are merely social, but all have one pecu- 
liar feature. 

“This is a-room or oratory set strictly 
apart for religious exercises. In the ora- 
tory the image of a Chinese god is placed. 
From time to time members of the club 
enter the sanctuary to offer their devo- 
tions. Apparently it is no uncommon 
thing at the beginning or successful end- 
ing of a great enterprise—such as, aay, 
the murder of an enemy, or the consum- 
mation of a political conspiracy—to see 
a Chinaman hastening from the secular 
part of his club bearing a rich offering 
or a prayer, for the god in the club sanc- 
tuary. 

“He observes his devotion with a grav- 
ity that bears witness to his sincerity. 
Some devout Chinamen visit the god the 
moment they enter the club building, and 
again protrate themselves last thing be- 
fore leaving. The club god is not usually 
& war divinity, but now, in the centers 
where the boxers hold sway undisturbed, 
it is. more than probable that the boxer 
god has been placed in all the clubs.” 


“In China there is nothing of the sweet 
girlhood which ts enjoyed in this country 
—in fact, one rarely sees girls in China. 

They marry so young that they appear 
to spring from childhood to maturity 
without any intermediate stage of girl- 
hood. There is no blushing ‘fifteen’ or 
SWeet sixteen,’ no flirtations, no balls, 
no picnics, no billetdoux. The child has 
not ceased to play with her doll before she 
has a baby to dandle. 

“The only joy of a woman’s life is in 
dressing her hair. This is done with an 
elaborate, artistic sclence curious to see. 
Their hair is invariably black, and very 
long. It is drawn tightly from the face 
and stiffened with gum. It is then piled 
up im coils and wings and loops that stand 
alone* without the aid of pads, roulets, 
pugs or hairpins, 

“There are no spinisters in China except 
the nuns who dedicate their virginity to 
Buddha.: These ladies shave their heads 
like priests, and thus deprive themselves 
of the only Chinese sign of gender—the 
hair dressed a la teapot.” 


“There is ne senior wrangler in China— 
unless the dowager empress possesses 
that qualification in another sense—but 
there are tens of thousands of Chincse 
Students who try every year for the bach- 
elor degrees awarded by the seats of 
learning in the Celestial empire. 

“There are only a certain number of de- 
grees awarded. Many men do not get the 
coveted letters until they are eighty or 
ninety years of age, and their final suc- 


cess is hailed with greater delight than: 


if they obtained the honor in their youth. 

“Only a short time ago an official report 
stated that at an autumnal examination 
in Foo Choo there were nine candidates 
over eighty years of age, and two over 
ninety, and the examiners declared that 
these aged students sent in essays, the 
composition of whichwas good and the 
handwriting firm and distinct. Quite re- 
eently the governor of Ho-Nan also pub- 
lished a report concerning an examination 
in which thirteen candidates over eighty 
years of age and one over ninety went 
through the whole nine days’ ordeal, writ- 
ing essays which were perfectly accurate 
in diction, and showed no signs of failing 
years. The province of Anhui, however, 
beat both these records by providing thir- 
ty-five competitors who were octogena- 
rians and eighteen who were over ninety 
years of age. 

“The majority of the students, however, 
take the first degrees at an early period, 
and if they throw up.their studies at this 
point they are looked down upon by their 
fellows. The Chinaman who starts life 
with the announcement that he means 
to be a very learned man is expected to 
devote his life to study, and at each suc- 
cess to strive after a higher degree. 

“As a rule the majority of students who 
are octogenarians have obtained their 
bachelor degrees, and in deference to pub- 
lic opinion still strive after the next de- 
gree. If they continue to fail until they 
are old men, they are usually awarded 
honorary degrees as some sort of consola- 
tion for their life study. It would, in- 
deed, be a novelty at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge to see a grandfather, son and 
grandson sitting side by side in the same 
examination. but in China such a sight 
is by no means uncommon, 

“The learned Chinaman who is made an 
official works harder than in the days 
when he was striving for his degree, and 
as far as actual labor is concerned he 
would be better off if he waited for his 
intellectual triumph until he became an 
octogenarian. 

“Tt should not, however, be imagined 
that the learned Chinese bachelors of art 
and officials are alone to be ranked as 
hard workers. The merchants and la- 
borers toil much longer hours than the 
same workers in our own land.”

Dr. Cofer, on Hill Street, Calls Police

It was reported to the police this morn- 
ing about 1:30 o’clock that a lion or some 
other wild animal was loose in the city 
and that it had probably come from Grant 
park.

Captain Ball and the bicycle officers sald 
they heard a lion roaring and that it 
sounded in the direction of the Grady hos- 
pital. 

The first report came over the telephone 
from Dr. Cofer, who resides on Hill street 
near Grant Park. The doctor telephoned 
that a large animal had passed his house, 
roaring so loudly as to awaken his famli- 
ly and servants. The dogs ran into the 
street and a great furor arose. 

Captain Ball, with Officers Martin and 
Hubbard, and a representative of The 
Constitution, started to Dr: Cofer’s house 
on bicycies, and en route the party dis- 
tinctly heard a loud roar like a lion. 

Getting on the Trail. 


Dr. Cofer awaited the party and told 
them he had seen the animal running up 
Hill street toward Fair, and that it made 
@ noise precisely like a lion. The doge 
followed it for a block, barking furiously 
@jl the while. 

From this the trall was followed out 
Fair street, where a negrd was met who 
stated he had heard the lion roaring rear 
the cemetery. From the. -emetery tine 
party was directed across Decatur street 
by a sewer flusher, who said the strange 
noise had been heard in the fourth ward 
rear the engine house. 

At the engine house the roar of some 
animal was again heard by the searchers, 
end this time it seemed to be in the direc- 
tion of the Grady hospital. 

Three or four sewcr flushers were af- 
terwards found, all of whom state dto the 
officers that they heard the roaring of an 
animal that sounded like a lion. 

Police Told To Catch It. 

Captain Ball said he would give up the 
fearch and rely upon the piutrclmen to 
catch whatever it was. | 

Grant perk was communicated with this 
morning about 2:30 o’clock through Officer 
Holt, who is stationed there, and he re- 
ported that he had been around the men- 
agerie, and if there was any animal loose 
be could not tell it. The doors were ull 
fastened, end if a lion or anything else 
had escaped, it must have done so early 
in the evening. 

The affair created great excitement 
among the police and others who heard 
the strange noise on the streets. 

Dr. Cofer could not be shaken from the 
opinion that a wild animal of some kind 
was loose.

INSANITY DODGE 


Cursed and Raved Until the Jailer 
Came to His Cell. 


PRISONER WAS SHAKEN UP 


Jailer Put Walden in a More Uncom- 
; fortable Cell. 


THIS BROUGHT HIM TO HIS SENCES 


Promised Jailer if He Would Return 
Him to His Old Cell He Would 
Behave—Macon / News. 


Macon, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—Jere 
Walden, who is in the Bibb county jail, 
awaiting trial for the murder of Farmer 
Dixon, of Johnson county, played the 
insanity act today, but he has promised 
to do so no more while in his cell. He 
suddenly commenced to curse very loud 
and yell as if in delirium. He picked upa 
chair and broke it to pieces against the 
sides of his iron cell. When Jaltler Ste- 
phan went to Walden’s cell to see what 
was the matter he rusned against the 
door and tried to hit the jailer with pieces 
of the chair. His seeming madness cre- 
ated great excitement among the other 
prisoners in the jail. Jailer Stephan en- 
tered the cell and seizing Walden, gave 
him a hard shaking, which brought rim 
around somewhat to his right seuses. 
He was placed in a less attractive and 
comfortable cell and finally he told Jailer 
Stephan if he would put him back in his 
Old cell he would behave himself. This 
the jailer did and Walden has been Culet 
ever since. r 

Walden, no doubt, conclud+d that he 
would feign insanity in the hope that this 
plea would aid him when he was put cn 
trial for the murder of Dixon. 


RECOMMENDED FOR PROMOTION 


Bravery of Captain Owen T. Kenan, 
of the Twenty-Ninth. 


Macon, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain Owen T. Kenan, of Macon, is a 
captain in the Twenty-Ninth volunteer in- 
fantry in the Philippines. His many 
friends in Georgia will be delighted to 
know that he has been recommended for 
promotion to brevet major for his gal- 
lant conduct. Colone] Sargent and Ma- 
jor Hawthorne both recommended that. 
Captain Kenan be advanced. 

Major Hawthorne’s report accompanies 
Colonel Sargents’s. In discussing the 
work of his battalion, he says: “A bul- 
let struck Captain Owen T. Kenan. 
Twenty-ninth volunteer infantry, in the 
abdomen, though luckily, being a slanting 
blow, did not penetrate his body, but 
remained fast in his waist belt. The blow 
was a severe one, but yet in spite of his 
pain the officer in a few minutes resumed 
control of his company, at the time under 
heavy fire. I call your attention to this 
special act of gallantry with the respect- 
ful request that you recommend Owen T. 
Kenan for a brevet major United States 
volunteers.”’ 

The Army and Navy Journal speaks of 
the gallantry displayed by Captain Ke- 
nan and others, two paragraphs from 
the paper being as follows: 

“For the gallantry and pluck displayed 
by Captain Kenan in the fight after being 
wounded, he is recommended for a bre- 
vet as major, United States volunteers. 
For fearless and gallant conduct in the 
fight the report recommends First Ser- 
geants Frank Gutchee, H. and’ William 
E. Bonham, E, Twenty-ninth infantry, 
for commission as second lieutenants in 
the volunteer forces. Both of these fel- 
lows were as fearless and gallant and 
brave as it was possible for men to be.”’ 

The American casualties were 1 killed, 
9 wounded and 1 missing. 


CAUSED SURPRISE IN MACON. 


Movement To Have Separate Solicitor 
for City. . 

Macon, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—What 
might be termed a political surprise is 
about to be sprung in Macon if the report 
that reached the ears of the correspondent 
of The Constitution today is true. It is 
said there is a movement on foot to have 


a bill introduced at the coming session of 
the legislature to make the office of so- 
licitor of the city court of Macon separate 
and distinct from the office of solicitor 
general of the Macon superior court cir- 
cuit, the two positions to be held by two 
persons. Under the present law the su- 
perior court solicitor is also solicitor of 
the city court, and this has been the law 
ever since the city court was established 
many long years ago. It was specially 
provided in the act of the legislature 
which created the city court that the su- 
perior court solicitor shall be the solicitor 
of the city court. The various solicitors 
general of the Macon circuit have enjoyed 
the emoluments of the two offices during 
the long life of the city court, and it is 
regarded as strange that at this late day 
any movement should be started to adi- 
vide the offices, especially as the positions 
do not pay near so well as they formerly 
did. If the business of the city court is 
taken from the superior court solicitor 
he will be deprived of a large portion of 
his fees, and the office of solicitor of 
the superior court will not be very re- 
munerative. It is further said that if the 
bill is introduced in the legislature and 
passed dividing the offices, that a bill 
will also be introduced requiring that 
certain cases that are now heard in the 
superior court shall only be tried in the 
city court. This would still further tend 
to lessen the fees and responsibilities of 
the office of the solicitor of the superior 
court, but increase the fees and respon- 
sibilities of the office of solicitor of the 
city court. | 

These alleged proposed changes would 
not go into effect until January Ist of 
next year, at which time the newly elected 
solicitor general of the Macon superior 
court circuit, Hon. Hope Polhill would 
enter upon the discharge of his duties. 
When he ran for the office, of course, he 
had no idea that any attempt would be 
made to take away the city court busi- 
ness. The division of the office was no 
issue in the campaign. There has been 
no public demand at any time for the 
Separation of the offices and it is safe 
to say that if the proposition is submitted 
to a vote of the people it will be defeated 
by a large majority. The combined offices 
do not pay richly.. The fees aggregate, 
perhaps, from $3,500 to $4,000 per annum.

ACCIDENT CAUSED HIS DEATH 


Verdict of Coroner’s Jury in Wyatt 
Inquest. 


THERE WAS ONLY ONE THEORY 


Killing Was One of the Most Re- 
markable Ever Recorded—Claim 
Will Doubtless Be Paid. 


The coroner held an inquest over the 
body of Bascom L. Wyatt at the resi- 
denee, 207 Ivy street, yesterday morning 
and the verdict- of the jury was that 
death was due to an accident. 

The evidence before the jury did not 
bring out any facts beyond what were 
given in yesterday’s Constitution. From 
the witnesses it was learned that Wyatt 
left his home Wednesday afternoon and 
boarded a train for Marietta. He left 
Marietta to return to Atlanta on the 
train which arrived here at 7:30 o'clock. 
When the train reached the union depot 
his dead body was found in the toilet 
100m of the last coach. There was a bul- 
let hole above his left ear. His coat hung 
upon a hook on the door and the pistol 
was in the coat pocket. One chamber 
had been discharged and the weapon had 
Leen fired from the pocket. The coat was 
Langing to Mr. Wyatt's left. 

If he had committed suicide he would 
have had the pistol in his right hand and 
would have sent the bullet tnto the right 
side of his head. He cou!d not have fired 
the pistol and then placed it in his coat 
pocket, as the bullet hole was in the coat. 

It was a strange and remarkable acci- 
dent, but it was accepted by the coroner’s 
jury and a verdict upon that line ren- 
dered. 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, 
Mr. Wyatt bought an accident policy at 
the depot when he secured his ticket, as 
was his custom, and as nearly all travel- 
ing salesmen do. The policy was for one 
day and was meant only to cover the irip 
from Atlanta to Marietta and return. 

The policy is in the Travelers’ Accide1t 
Insurance Company and the $5,000 will 
probably be paid at once unless an effort 
is made to resist the theory of accidental 
death and an attempt made to get up a 
ease of suicide. This, however, jg not 
expected under all the circumstances. 

The funeral will occur from the resi- 
dence, 191 Ivy street, this mornine at 10 
o’clock and the interment wil] be at Oak- 
land.

The support from this class 
of traders, however, was not much of a fac- 
tor.

GOOD CROPS ARE PROMISED. 


Large Enough To Meet Home Re- 
quirements—;Liberal Export Surplus. 


New York Financial News. 

We are now rapidly approaching a point 
where with some reliability an estimate can 
be formed of the yield of our crops. 

The more northern corn belt is still subject 
to damage by early frost, but the plants are 
so vigorous and generally advanced some 
week or ten days beyond their tsual condition 
at this season that little apprehension is felt 
in relation to it. As it stands now the prom- 
ise is of an unusual yield, even if not @ 
bumper corn crop. 

Corn forms the basis of so many leading 
irterests that its importance comes probably 
befcre that of wheat itself. It is therefore 
with particular interest and satisfaction that 
the farmer and the country hear of the mag- 
nitude of its promise and fits safe delivery 
from hot winds and destroying droughts. The 
statement is now made that the rainfall has 
been sufficient to safeguard it from either of 
these contingencies from now to maturity. 

From present promise the belief is expressed 
that the yield will be in excess of 2,00uU,000, - 
COO bushis; possibilities of a bumper crop 
would of courre carry it some 200,000,uuvu 
bushels higher. 

It is easy to recognize what such a crop 
tneans to the farmer, the railroads and the 
stock men. Then, too, the price Is some 5 to 
6 cents above that of a year ago. 

The wheat situation shows the great ad- 
vantage possessed by the United States in its 
vast area covered by so varied climatic con- 
ditions that while failure and disaster may 
overtake one section, great crops with boun- 
teous yields may be produced in another. Such 
conditions are fully shown by the remarkable 
yield of wheat in the southwest and the failé 
ure in part of the same _ crop through differ- 
ent climatic conditions in the northwest. 

Seldom have estimates varied more than 
in the case of the present wheat crop. The fig- 
ures of the almost absolute destruction of 
wheat in the three great ‘producing states of 
the northwest have been followed by gradually 
increasing estimates of the yield as the result 
of rains that while they came too late to 
save the great crop promised,: yet were effective 
in saviong a portion of it; how much is a ques- 
tion in relation to which opinions differ widely. 
Taking opinions considered reliable and free 
from speculative bias, an estimate of a total 
yield. of 550,000,000 bushels of winter and 
spring wheat would not seem out of the 
way. 

Such a yield would be some 5,000,000 bush- 
els in excess of that of last year, not such a 
bad showing; especially as the price now rul- 
ing, 75 cents, is about 3% cents above \the 
average price of last year. 

Turning to cotton, we find conditions with 
this great money yielding crop in a modified 
fcrm similar to those in the wheat sections al- 
luded to, 

In certain sections climatic conditions have 
not been altogether propitious; in others they 
have been good. There still remain some 
contingencies of weather as likely to affect the 
final yield. In the case of total yield the 
estimates are like those in relation to the 
wheat crop of the northwest, hardly two experts 
agreeing as to the amount of the crop. 

A middle course would seem to be safe, al- 
though we incline to the belief that with the 
wheat yield of the northwest there has 
been a general tendency to underestimate the 
cotton crop. At all events there seems abund- 
ant evidence that the crop will be sufficiently 
large to meet all home requirements and leave 
a liberal surplus for export. And that if it 
can be marketed at current prices it will yield 
to the planters the largest sum that they have 
received for any crop in many years. 

Altogether we incline to the opinion if the 
rromise now held out shall be fulfilled the 
cvuntry will have every reason to be satisfied 
with the yield and prices of its great crops.

New York, August 2.—The small amount of 
bu@iness done on the stock exchange today 
was almost wholly concentrated in four stocks. 
In none of the four did the net change exceed

appearance to animation, and covered an ex- 
treme rangé of over 2 points, but it closed with 
a net loss of %. The opening price was the 
highest and was slightly below the London par- 
ity. The hope of an active speculation in an- 
ticipation of the dividend was quickly aban- 
doned and the stock slipped back into a rut of 
dullness near to last night’s price level.

BERRIEN COUNTY SHOWS GAIN. 


Property Valuation Nedrly Half a 
Million Over Last Year. 


Tifton, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)—The 
consolfdated tax returns for Berrien 
county, which have just been finished by 
Tax Receiver Allen Hester, show a total 
net gain in taxable property returned for 
1900 over 1899 of $491.826, or nearly a half 
a million a year. The returns for 1899 
were $2,463,592, and for 1900 $2,955.418. The 
colored people of the county return $46,558 
for taxation, an increase overslast year 
of $13,057. 

Only two of the fourteen districts in 
the county show a decrease, and this is 
very slight. The largest increase is in 
the Tifton district. which returns over 
one-fourth the taxable property of the 
county. This district shows an increase 
over 1899 of $139,325, and has shown a 
heavy increase every year for the past 
ten. 

The defaulters in the county drop from 
980 in 1899 to 200 this year. 

Crops in this section are an average, 
except cotton, which will not yield over 
half a crop, being badly damaged by ex- 
cessive rains. 

The Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf rail- 
road began running through trains to 
Thomasville yesterday. There are two 
trains a day, a first-class mail and ex- 
press train and an accommodation 
freight. 

Peach shipments for this season are 
over with here, except a few 
shipments. We have shipped a total of 
about eighty carloads from this point, 
including those going by express. DBEsti- 
mates early in the season placed the 
crop at fifty carloads, but the crop ex- 
ceeded that by far. Growers are not 
complaining at returns as'a whole, for 
good prices were received for all fruit 
that reached the market in saleable con- 
dition. The heavy and continued rains 
caused the fruit to rot prematurely, and 
several carloads were lost en route from 
this. Had it not been for the excessive 
rains, our growers would have netted 
large sums, as their crops were ‘ery fine. 
But notwithstanding that many lost half 
their crop after it was sh@pped, yet re- 
turns from other shipments were suffi- 
cient to protect them from loss, and to 
even afford them a small profit.

As for the peace warrant, it was al- 
lowed to stand, the defendant being per- 
mitted to go without bond—the father 
was no longer afraid of any harm from 
his son. 

Young Cook made a few remarks in 
court, the tears blinding his eyes as he 
spoke. He said he felt no more animosity 
toward his father.

Atlanta has 
had no nigh temperatures this summer, 
comparatively speaking, and those who 
have to remain in town can commiserate 
with the resort crowds who swelter in a 
more torrid atmosphere. The mercury has 
been playing between 8 and 9 all sum- 
mer, and on but one day it went as high 


as 93. 

While Atlantians have been enjoying 
this agreeable mid-summer climate, the 
northern cities have witnessed some very 
high temperatures, accompanied by many 
prostrations of mar and beast. As far 
north as bismarck, N. D., and Miles City, 
Mont., the thermometer registered 106 yes- 
terday, while southern temperatures were 
uniformly moderate. The mercury was 89 
in the heat of the day in Atlanta. 

‘It is a fact interesting to note,’’ said 
Professor Marbury, when the newspaper 
man asked him if the south was not 
erroneously regarded as far hotter than 
the north during the dog days, ‘“‘that the 
record-breaking temperatures of the cities 
of the two sections compared will show 
higher figures north than south. For in- 
stance, the maximum temperature of the 
extreme southern cities of Galveston and 


air is circulating and one can breathe 
freely. In Chicago the same temperature 
prostrates reople by the score and makes 
life a burden. The atmosphere is so life- 
less ani humid that respiration is at- 
tended with difficulty. ofr course, our 
summers last longer than up north, bit 
the climate is much less given to extremes 
and not so hard on the human organism. 
Sunstrokes in the cities of the south are 
uncommon, 


“This thing of temperature is not so de- 
pendent upon latitude as most people 
think,”’ continued Professor Marbury. ‘We 
read about the mercury shooting tp tu 
118 and 119 degrees in Yuma and Phoenix, 
Arizona, and conclude that the reason 
must be because those places are so iar 
south.
